The President, how- 
ever, has hinted at two press con- 
ferences that he expects to see 
the Prime Minister this summer 
or fall and that he would prob- 
ably makg the trip to Britain this 
time instead of having Churchill 
come over. 

For a long time, Gen. Eisen- 
hower, lacking an Allied directive, 
relied on French co-operation 
along the lines that had been in- 
formally agreed to with French 
Gen. Koenig, De Gaulle’s repre- 
sentative.

LONDON, Jury 13 (AP).—A 
thousand Flying Fortresses and 
Liberators bombed Munich for 
the third successive day today 
and also struck at Saarbrucken 
in western Germany while the Fif- 


teenth Air Force in Italy stabbed 
again at Nazi oil and rail facilities 
in northern Italy. 

The bombers attacking Munich 
flew at high altitude through 
weather 25 degrees below zero, as 
well as a barrage of flak and 
rocket shells. Some crewmen re- 
ported opposition from the Ger- 
man air force. 

Capt. Morris W. Harman, Maple- 
wood, Mo., a pilot who flew as 
tail gunner of a lead ship, said: 
“I had a ringside seat for some 
of the most thrilling dogfights 
I've ever seen. About 25 Nazi 
fighters made two quick passes 
at our low group. They did some 
damage but finally were beaten 
off by our gunners and escort.” 

10 Bombers Lost. 

A United States communique an- 
nounced that 10 bombers and five 
fighters of the Eighth Air Force 
were lost while eight enemy air- 
eraft were shot down. 

Munich is a_ transportation 
center for railways and roads be- 
tween Germany, Italy and France 
and the attack fitted into the 
campaign to cripple German trans- 
port over all western Europe as 
it is now disrupted in the north- 
west corner. 

The Munich area has recelved 
about 9000 tons of American bombs 
in three days, making it probably 
the most intensively bombed reg- 
ion on earth. 

Up to 500 Fortresses and Liber- 


ators smashed at Porto Mar- 
ghera and Trieste oil storage 
tanks, four railyards on the 


Milan-Venice line, and the Pin- 
zano rail bridge over the Taglia- 
mento River. 80 miles northwest 
of Trieste, Rome dispatches an- 


nounced, The railyards were at 
Hrescia, Verona, Mestre and 
Mantua. 


Rall Centers Blasted. 

A force of 1300 R. A, F. heavy 
bombers attacked Tours and Coul- 
mont-Chaldney, two of the most 
important rail centers in central 
France before dawn. Other Brit- 
ish bombers from Italy battered 
the Brescia railyards in northern 
Italy by night. The Finns said 
Russian air forces bombed their 
port of Kotka, east of Helsinki. 

Tours is a vital bottleneck in 
the German transportation net- 
work some 130 miles behind the 
Normandy battlefront, while Coul- 
mont-Chaldney—150 miles south- 
east of Paris and half way to the 
German frontier—is a key point 
through which the Germans have 
been funneling supplies and rein- 
forcements into France. 

Saarbrucken is a major steel 
and coal center nearly athwart 
the Western German border on a 
main trunk line to Paris, 200 miles 
due west. Mosquitoes during the 
night attacked targets in the near- 
by Ruhr. 

Up to 500 fignters convoyed the 
American bombers to Munich and 
Saarbrucken, making the total 
forces slightly less than the 2000 
planes which struck Tuesday and 


Wednesday. As on the last two 
days, the planes flew through 
murky weather and bombed 


through clouds. In yesterday's at- 
tack the raiders encountered no 
aerial opposition, but ran through 
intense antiaircraft fire and 26 
bombers failed to return. 

Air force officers said German 
communications in northwest Eu- 
rope were so snarled that traffic 
to the Normandy front must be 


wormed laboriously by routes 
south of Paris. 
The Allied bombers have been 


systematically wrecking traffic 
lines in Southern Europe, from 
the Balkans to the Atlantic. The 
bombardment on Munich is a 
jogical part of this campaign 
which has struck heavily and re- 
peatediy at rail yards in Buda- 
pest, Vienna, Bucharest, Sofia and 
in Yugoslavia. 

Budapest Removing Children. 

The Budapest radio said last 
night that children up to the age 
of 14 were to be evacuated from 
the Hungarian capital and other 
industrial cities. The Swiss radio 
said today that Toulon on the 
French Mediterranean coast, hard 
hit by American heavy bombers, 
had been completely evacuated. 

Formations of R, A. F, heavy 
bombers made a series of violent 
assaults on German flying bomb 
installations in Northern France 
last night. 

Despite bad weather, at least 
nine bridges in the northwest cor- 
ner of France bounded by the 
Seine and Loire were bombed by 
medium and fighter-bombers late 
yesterday as part of battlefront 
support actiona which alao includ- 
ed jabe at German gun positions, 
convoys and tank repair depots. 

Nine German planes were shot 
down—five in a five-minute battle 
over Lemans involving 12 Thun- 
derbolts and 10 Focke-Wulfs.

The chippers, most of whom are 
Negroes, walked out Tuesday night 
in protest against War Labor 
Board delay in acting on a request 
for wage increases. Butier said 
the strike action was taken with- 
out consultation with the union, 
which ig making every effort to 
persuade the men to return to 
work, , 

The WLB has had the chippers’ 
case under advisement for more 
than nine months, Butler said, 
and the men’s impatience has 
been aggravated by the fact that 
workers in other departments al- 
ready have received wage in- 
creases, 

The chippers requested a wage 
adjustment to compensate for in- 
creased living costa and a re 
arrangement of piecework sached- 
ules to give them more work, he 
continued. 

Labor disputes have caused a 
series of work stoppages at the 
Granite City plant in recent 
months. A 90-minute sitdown 
strike in another department pre- 
‘ceded the chippers’ walkout. A 
Negro woman burner complained 
that the work to which she was 
assigned was too difficult, and a 
number of other employes stopped 
work until the dispute was settled 
and the woman was persuaded to 
resume work.

and the rest merely drew their 
pay. 

The last statute revision was in 
1939. The commission was com- 
posed of 10 Senators and 10 Repre- 
sentatives, who were paid $15 a 
day and traveling and subsistence 
expenses. The 1939 Legislature ap- 
propriated $125,000 for operating 
expenses, and all but $138 was 
gepent before the work was com- 
pleted in 1940. 


Bar Association Petition. 


A vigorous attempt to eliminate 
the section and leave to the Legis- 
lature the right to determine when 
and how the statutes should be re- 
vised was led by Delegate Rich- 
ard S. Righter of Kansas City. He 
presented the petition of a commit-

Hijacking Soldiers’ Pay 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In my travels under the direction of 
the Army, I have been stationed at nine 
posts, each as different from the others 
as day and night. That is, with one ex- 
ception. The retail merchants and serv- 
ices, other than public services, are tak- 
ing utmost advantage of service men. 
They toil as many hours as possible to 
relieve the soldiers of their pay. In al- 
most every case, they get most of their 
goal, 

Soldiers on their time off go to the 
nearest towns with the intent of leaving 
thoughts of war behind, and forgetting 
their longings for home. Since they have 
no place to go, they must buy their 
pleasures. It is a sin at the price they 
must pay. Food is of lowest quality 
and highest legal price. Even the cab 
drivers get more than their share. I was 
taken to the tune of $11 for what I 
thought was a $1 trip. 

Slot machines in taverns, drug stores 
and in many Army camps are predomi- 
nant. Who owns them? 

Summer and winter resorts in all sec- 
tions of the country have high legal 
seasonal rents. Service men could never 
hope to pay these prices on their wages. 
Those who do have nothing left. 

Cab drivers, barbers, shoe-shine boys 
and waiters expect high tips. On many 
occasions, they show their dislike when 
they are not accommodated. In a leading 
St. Louis hotel, a waiter returned my 
tip and said to me, “If that is all you 
can spare, you'd better keep it.” 

In one city I was sold a reserved seat 
behind a post for a baseball game. 

Trains rank high with the rest; that 
is, the sellers aboard them. Sotla and 
candy, 10 cents; sandwiches, 20 and 25, 
and cakes, 10 and 15 cents. One seller 
told me he made $100 for 12 hours’ work. 

To these bleeders, a service uniform 
is not a sign for an even break, but a 
sign to pour it on. Ask any service man 
about the times he has been taken, 

These swindlers are not few, but by 
the tens of thousands. A service man 
who in a few months may pour his blood 
upon the battle field does not deserve 
this. Who can help him is one thing, 
but who will help him is another.

A First-Rate Candidate for Governor 


I know of no instance in which a citizen 
of Missouri has done his duty with greater 
courage and faithfulness than Mr. Shook 
did as a member of the Board of Election 
Commissioners in Kansas City.—Former Gov. 
Lioyd C. Stark. 

The quoted lines are from a ‘recent statement 
by ex-Gov. Stark indorsing Edgar Shook of Kan- 
sas City for the Democratic nomination for Gov- 
ernor. In his first political utterance since re- 
tiring from office four years ago, Mr. Stark 
reviews the remarkable accomplishments of Mr. 
Shook in the great crusade to rid Kansas City 
and the State of the Pendergast gang, and con- 
cludes with this sentence: 

I say to my friends and to the good people 
throughout the State who fought to help give 
Missouri an honest administration that Ed- 
gar Shook is the kind of man you and I 


should be proud to have in charge of the 
executive office of our State. 


This is, so to speak, praise from Sir Hubert. 
Gov. Stark’s brilliant record as Governor of Mis- 
souri, plus his close official association of many 
years with Mr. Shook, entitles him to speak with 
pecullar force and authority on the subject of 
Mr. Shook’s qualifications for Governor. 

Let’s turn back the clock to 1937. At that 
time, Bosg Pendergast and his machine were at 
the zenith of their political power. By virtue 
of his contro! of election machinery and of the 
Kansas City police, Pendergast held Kansas City 
in the hollow of his hand and, because he could 
throw enormous majorities to candidates for 
State-wide office, he exerted a power over elec- 
tive officials of all kinds, from Constable to 
United States Senator.

A reign of terror existed in Kansas City. It 
extended through all ranks of society and to 
all phases of business. Few Kansas Citians, how- 
ever much they might have deplored Boss Pen- 
dergast’s rule privately, had the temerity to chal- 
lenge it in public. The ruthless brutality of the 
Pendergast methods was vividly pictured by Jesse 
W. Barrett in a memorable campaign speech con- 
cerning what happened in Kansas City In the 
election of 1934: 

We all remember the pictures of the hos- 
pital wards filled with men who were broken 
and bruised by the gangsters who assaulted 
them at the polls. You remember that flood 
of fraudulent ballots. You were baptized in 
blood, but the contest was won by the ma- 


chine. The score was four murders, 200 
assaults and 100,000 felonies. 


When Gov, Stark decided to make a frontal 
attack upon the Pendergast machine, he first 
had to find a group of Kansas Citians with forti- 
tude enough to challenge the boss’ control of 
elections. He appointed a new Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners, and on this board was the 
dynamic and courageous Shook who accepted the 
post at financial sacrifice and at jeopardy to 
himself and his family. Shook and his associates 
purgéd the Kansas City election rolls of 60,000 
frauduent names. This was the beginning of 
the end for Pendergast. 

At the urging of Shook, Gov. Stark next turned 
his attention to the Pendergast control of police, 
which had transformed Kansas City from a re- 
spectable city to a haunt of gangsters from all 
over the United States, to a place where ghastly 
felonies were committed without apprehension or 
prosecution of the criminals. In 1939, after a 


battle which goes down as one of the most 
dramatic in Missouri's history, Stark won his 
fight in the Legislature to return control of the 
Kansas City police to the State. , 

To implement the power he had thus gained, 
the Governor once more turned jo Shook. In 
Stark’s words: “Again he assumed the responsi- 
bility and led in the transformation of Kansas 
City from a notoriously lawless and open city, 
with a gangster-dominated Police Department, to 
a city which is as well-governed and ag well- 
policed as any. city in America.”

After the election and police clean-ups, the 
Metro Club of Kansas City cited Shook as Kan- 
sas City’s “Man of the Year,” describing him as 
the man “who has done most to make Kansas 
City a place where Kansas Citians can be proud 
to live, agd has made personal sacrifices to ful- 
fill his conception of civic duty.” Today's Mirror 
of Public Opinion gives, further details of Mr. 
Shook’s career, 

The Post-Dispatch thinks Missourt ts fortunate 
that a man of Edgar Shook’s courage and char- 
acter has decided to make the race for the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for Governor. He did so at 
the request of 200 representative Kansas City 
Democrats, who, In thelr petition urging him to 
run, said: 

Because of your high fidelity to public 
duty, your known devotion to truly demo- 
cratic principles in government and your 
demonstrated capacity as an administrator 
and executor, we Democrats of Kansas City 
who have signed this letter express the sin- 


cere hope that you will become a candidate 
for Governor of Missouri in 1944, 


Mr. Shook entered the race with some reluc- 
tance because of the personal sacrifices it would 
entail and because he knew that, unless he could 
get the ear of independent citizens who are will- 
ing to perform their civic duty next Aug. 1, he 
stood little chance of success. As a matter of 
fact, unless those independent citizens seize 
the opportunity to nominate a first-class man, 
Shook’s chances to become the nominee are less 
than rosy. 


He is opposed by State Senator Phil Donnelly, 
legatee at least in part of the political power of 
the late Dwight Brown, and by Mayor Roger 
Sermon of Independence, who has the support 
of Senator Truman. 

Donnelly is an able man, who has had many 
years of experience in Missouri affairs, during 
which he hag compiled a pretty good record of 
accomplishment, marred by such episodes as his 
participation in the attempted governorship steal. 

Sermon is a comparative unknown in State 
politics, though he has been Mayor of Independ- 
ence for many years. Like Donnelly, he is strong 
in. organization support, which too often wins in 
primaries because of the failure of the great 
body of voters to turn out. 

If Missouri wants a Democratic candidate for 
Governor who has shown the qualities of cour- 
age and leadership under the most exacting and 
even perilous conditions, and who, in all proba- 
bility, would distinguish the office to which he 
aspires, it has such a man in Edgar Shook. - This 
newspaper wholeheartedly supports him as the 


outstanding gubernatorial candidate on either the 


Democratic or the Republican ticket, 


Mr. Nelson’s Grave Decision 


Good news of two kinds is in the WPB deci- 
sion to allow a beginning of industrial recon- 
version to civilian production. 

First, and of most immediate interest, 124 
items of scarce goods (from bathtubs to fountain 
pens) will presently become available in greater 
quantities, 

Second, and far more important, industry will 
be able to purchase tools and equipment and to 
use allocated materials for experimentation with 
postwar products. 

In this way, the order will help to shorten 
and diminish the anticipated economic slump 
during the period when war production shuts 
off and industry is retooling for peacetime goods. 

The decision to relax production controls in 
this manner comes after many months of debate 
within the WPB. 

On the one side, civilian members point out 
that the production of aluminum, magnesium and 
other commodities is now well in:excess of mili- 
tary requirements. 

On the other, Army and Navy members argue 
that even though such surpluses exist in a few 
commodities, the production of certain war goods 
(such as medium tanks, 155-millimeter guns, 
field wire and radio equipment) is running be- 
hind schedule. They add that it makes less than 
good sense to allow a diversion of scarce man- 
power so long as such shortages exist. In this 
contention, the armed forces are joined by Man- 
power Director McNutt. 

Donald Nelson, with the power to decide, has 
evidently concluded that the ends of both war 
production and reconversion can be served. The 
plan is described as a compromise, in that it 
gives the WMC time to reorganize the distribu- 
tion of labor and it gives proponents of all-out 
reconversion mutch less than they asked for. 

There must, of course, be not the slightest 
element of compromise in the production of any 
and all goods needed by the armed forces. But 
neither should there be any overstocking of mili- 
tary commodities against the interest of postwar 
employment and economic stability. 

Mr. Nelson has made a grave decision, and he 
will have other similar oneg to make as the war 
moves on. Fortunately, the record shows that 
his judgment is usually sound, and certainly his 
sense of duty to all America’s interests is un- 
swerving.

In a KarfBas City that has still, to take 
full advantage of the overthrow of Pender- 
gastism, Edgar Shook, a lawyer aflame 
with civic virtue, embodies one of the real 
gains brought about by the wave of reform. 


An orderly election with ballots counted 
as cast is guaranteed by Mr, Shook’s work, 
first, on the Stark-appointed Kansas 
City Board of Election Commissioners, and 
now by his chairmanship of the new Police 
Commission, appointed July 8 after the 
Governor's legislative victory put the Kan- 
sas City police once more under State 
control. 


A burning hunger for righteousness was 
not deemed advantageous to a rising young 
lawyer in Kansas City a few years ago, but 
in Shook it was as inevitable as spring 
rain or summer sun, There are just three 
photographs on the wall of his office: of 
Woodrow Wilson, Newton D. Baker and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. All three have 
been idealized by Shook. 


“Those men represent my whole philos- 
ophy,” he says. 


Bred in Idealism 


Shook’s idealism is of the blood. He 
comes of old Dutch and Scotch-Irish stock 
--families that have been settled in Web- 
ster County for more than 100 years. They 
came from Virginia, the Carolinas and Ten- 
nessee. During the Civil War, they were 
all ardent Rebels as a matter of principle. 


Shook's father was a Southern Methodist” 


circuit rider. He sent the boy to a little 
denominational college that may have been 
a bit short on erudition, but was very long 
on “character formation.” Congenitally 
and by Araining, Shook is unable to ac- 
cept things as they are. He is a born per- 
fectionist. 

There is always in his voice a sugges- 
tion of the courage of the rebel yell and 
the fervor of a Methodist hymn. He speaks 
out in meeting and in private, too. 


An instance: His present law firm was 
formed in 1934, just.a few months before 
the municipal elections. Virtually its only 
client was the Union Electric Co. of Mis- 
scuri, but its retainer alone was $20,000 a 
year. When he became active in the cam- 
paign, Frank Boehm, formerly vice-presi- 
dent of the utility, called him from St. 
Louls. 


Respected by Enemies 


“You're shooting at the king, aren't you?” 
Boehm remarked. “You know we must 
deal with his people in Jefferson City.” 

“You will have no cause to be ashamed 
of my conduct as a lawyer,” snapped 
Shook, “—or as a citizen!” 


Even Pendergast precinct captains came 
to respect him during the purge of the 
poll lists that preceded last year's election. 
Said one: 


“This guy won't let you 
won't steal from you.”

Shook is typical of Missouri. He believes 
in good manners, church attendance, hard 
work and the success that brings a recog- 
nized position in the community. Above 
all, he takes himself seriously. 


That these qualities stand him in good 
stead is demonstrated by attendance at a 
single session of the Police Board. There 
he naturally assumes leadership, not by

virtue of his chairmanship, but because 
he is bringing a little more energy to bear 
than anyone else in the room. He thinks 
on his feet and sees problems whole. 


“We are going to have honest and effi- 
cient law enforcement,” he told the writer, 
“but we are going to make haste slowly. 
We know that there were robbers and 
chiselers and racketeers on the force, They 
are going as fast as we get our fingers on 
them, 


“We also know that there are hundreds 
of self-respecting men—good husbands and 
fathers—on the force. . . . These men are 
more elated about the change in adminis- 
tration than anyone else in the city. Their 
salary is their own, they know that we 
will recognize merit and, what’s more, they 
know that we will back them up when 
they enforce the law as it is written. No 
outsiders are coming into headquarters 
these days to tell them what they must 
and what they must not do.” 


It was a different story for Shook on 
the Election Commission. There speed was 
vital. The commission was appointed in 
November, 1937. The first election of its 
administration was scheduled for the fol- 
lowing March. In four brief months, 
some 60,000 “ghosts” were eliminated from 
the city’s list of 268,000 registered voters 
and almost half of the polling place offi- 
cials were replaced. 


Driving Force on Board 


“We worked late into the night, some- 
times right around the clock, and every 
Sunday, except in Christmas week,” Shook 
recalled. “We had to organize a complete 
staff because we could not depend on any 
of the political workers that the machine 
was.trying to force on us. Investigators 
were particularly important, so I went to 
25 outstanding lawyers of my acquaintance 
and asked for help. All of them enlisted 
and many brought their entire office staffs 
with them. 


“A harder task was to find reliable elec- 
tion judges,” he continued. “We rejected 
all the candidates in the notorious Second 
Ward. Whether they said they were Re- 
publicans or Democrats, wo found they 
all were alike, 


“Fortunately, Grand avenue, the street 
on which I have my office, forms the 
western line of this ward. I went to the 
law offices and the business houses along 
that street, to the telephone company and 
the stores, and enlisted responsible men 
for duty on election day.”

Five months after the tragic death of 
Columnist Raymond Ciapper in an air raid 
on a Central Pacific island, which he was 
covering as war correspondent, comes this 
collection of the most significant of his 
day-to-day comments. His widow, who had 
shared his fortunes since their early mar- 
riage, when Clapper had barely begun his 
newspaper career, edited the book. It con- 
stitutes a fitting memorial to an outstand- 
ing figure of the journalistic world. 

A biographical section, written. by Mrs. 
Clapper, constitutes a sort of preface. It 
gives a thoroughly delightful family por- 
trait, colored though it must have been 
by the poignant fact of bereavement. Clap- 
per is revealed as legitimate heir to some 
of the more attractive features of the 
great American dream.

Born into a Kansas household in which 
a certain thrifty asceticism was reinforced 
by rigid church-going and economic lim- 
itation, he worked hard and made the most 
of his opportunities. He entered the news- 
profession the hard way, and 
throughout his career he remained at heart 
a reporter, happier when he was out after 
the news himself than when he was di- 
recting the efforts of other men, 

Clapper was first of all concerned with 
reporting, but he recognized the enormous 
social implications growing out of the edit- 
ing and selection of the facts. He recog- 
nized also that reporting could hardly be 
divorced from interpretation and did not 
hesitate to express his own opinion strongly. 

When his column first appeared, it was 
seldom that any newspaper would print 
comment which differed from its estab- 
lished editorial policy. It is largely due 
to Clapper’s insistence on the prerogative 
of writing the news as he thought best 
that columnists have the freedom which 
they enjoy today. 


Aside from the insight which it gives 
into the life and work of a great news- 
paper man, this book should have peculiar 
value as a record of the political and so- 
cial forces which operated to bring about 
the events of the last decades and of the 
way the nation responded to these events. 
The selections from the columns are ar- 
ranged under such headings as the New 
Deal, the Republican party, Congress, la- 
bor, the war—all topics of continuing in- 
terest. 

Clapper was not always complete:y con- 
sistent in his attitude toward the prob- 
lems of the day—for instance, he turned 
from an attitude of aloofness toward for- 
eign affairs to an almost vindictive atti- 
tude toward our enemies after the Pearl 
Harbor attack—but his opinions seem gen- 
erally to have reflected those of the great 
body of Americans. ' 

Himself independent of thought, he had 
little patience with office-holders who al- 
lowed themselves to be frightened by the 
pressure of organized minorities.

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Those St. Louis Blues 


A Memory of Lonely 
Nights on the Levee 


By Rudolph Fiehler

C. HANDY, composer of the perennially 
e popular “St. Louis Blues,” who was in St. 

Louis this week for the Fifth Annual 
Negro Music Festival, was most ready to tell 
the story of his fa- 
mous song. His 
portly good appear- 
ance belied his 70 
years, and as he 
talked it was easy 
to forget that he ig 
almost totally blind. 
The first real blues 
song he ever heard, 
Handy recalled, 
was one he heard 
in a railway station 
: pare: SE at Tutwiler, Missis- 
W. C. HANDY sippi, where he had 
been dozing while waiting for a train that had 
been delayed nine hours. A lean, ragged Negro 
had begun plucking a guitar beside him, hold- 
ing a knife against the strings in the manner 
of the Hawaiian guitarists, who use a steel bar. 
The song consisted mainly of the line, “Goin’ 
where the Southern cross’ the Dog,” repeated 
three times and accompanied by the weirdest 
music Handy had ever heard. 
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THE SINGER didn’t mind explaining what 
the words meant. At the neighboring town of 
Moorhead the eastbound and westbound trains 
met and crossed the north and south bound 
trains four times a day. He was going where 
“the Southern cross the Dog” and singing while 
he waited. 

The song reminded Handy of another which 
he had heard on the St. Louis levee some years 
before. He had just come from the World’s 
Fair in Chicago, where he had gone to sing 
with a quartet he had organized in his native 
Alabama. The quartet had disbanded and now 
he was looking for a job in a depression year 
hen jobs were seemingly not to be had. The 
song he heard in St. Louis, revolving about the 
yvords, “lookin’ for the bully of the town,” had 
peen the first authentic ragtime he had ever 
heard. Ragtime, Handy explained, had 16 bars 
to the recurring strain. It had rhythm, but it 
“didn't say much.” 


oe we 
THE BLUES SONG inthe railway station was 
somehow different from ragtime. It had a slow, 
dragging, syncopated beat, with 12 bars to the 
train instead of the usual 16, “making it get 
to the end a little too soon.” These features, to- 
gether with a tendency to flat the third and 
seventh tones of the scale, have characterized 
1 the various forms of the biues, Handy said, 
Handy had thought of himself as an ordinary 
erious musician, adhering strictly to the au- 
thority of the printed note. He had heard some 
unconventional musical forms dvfring his trav- 
is with minstrel troupes, and in Cuba he had 
heard the rhumba .some years before it be- 
ame known on the mainland, but he had per- 
sisted in playing the accepted New York favor- 
ites. of the day. 
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ENLIGHTENMENT CAME one evening in 
leveland, Mississippi, where his nine-piece 
band was playing for a dance. Handy found 
himself baffled by a request for some “native 
music,” and was surprised when a local] three 
piece outfit consisting of a battered guitar, man- 
dolin and string bass, appearing by special in- 
vitation, stole the show and received a shower 
of silver coins which obviously amounted to 
more than his own band was being paid for 
he entire engagement. From that time he set 
himself to make this strange music his own, 

In 1909 E. H. Crump was campaigning for the 
office of Mayor of Memphis. Handy, now estab- 
lished on Beale street with a military band 
rhich played for special occasions, had evolved 
bit of verse about the campaign and set it to 
music. The words did not exactly fit Crump’s 
reform platform, but the music was immensely 
popular on Beale street, so it was natural that 
the organization backing Crump should have 
nlisted Handy’s services. Both the song and 
he campaign were a success. The song, toned 
fown and dressed up, became the “Memphis 


Blues.” 
a ae 


“MEMPHIS BLUES” at first did not appear to 

ell. Handy received only $50 for it at the time 
nd received no royalties until] the copyright 
reverted to him after 28 years. Gradually, how- 
ver, the insidious melancholy of the blues took 
hold, and other songs followed. One of these, 
the “Jogo Blues,” became a favorite with 
Handy’s band. Russell Gardner, free-spending 
St. Louisan who had made a fortune with his 
Banner Buggy Co., also lhked “Jogo.” He sent 
Handy a $20 gold certificate every time he heard 
his band play the piece, 

The next blues song was dedicated to St. 
Louis. Handy put everything he had into that 
mong—the memory of lonely nights on the St. 
Louis levee, the rhythm of the “Memphis Blues,” 
strain from “Jogo Blues,” and blue notes wa- 
vering between major and minor. He shrewdly 
alculated also that St. Louis, having a larger 
population than Memphis, would provide a cor- 
respondingly larger market than had been found 
for “Memphis Blues.” The Chamber of Com- 
merce sent him a large picture of the St. Louis 
skyline, and this picture appeared on the: cover 
of the second edition of the song. 
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“ST. LOUIS BLUES” was almost immediately 
successful. In a way, Handy says, his life since 
that time has revolved around the song. In 1918 
he found his publishing enterprise going so well 
that he moved his business to New York. Four 
years later his eyesight began to fail, but the 
song continued to sell. In a single year it has 
netted him $20,000 in royalties. 

Handy still regards himself as a serious musi- 
cian. Circumstances which brought him into 
contact with the people “farther down” have 
made his contribution to musical literature pos- 
sible. he feels. His favorite composition is the 
symphonic arrangement of the “St. Louis Blues”

cued ribs, so everyone should 

like these creole weiners, They 
adapt themselves to the barbecue 
type of seasoning as well as do 
the ribs. They are quickly pre- 
pared—in fact, all ingredients ex- 
cept the drippings and onions may 
be measured and mixed any time 
and used on a minute’s notice. 

Creole Weiners. 

One pound weiners, one-third cup 
finely minced onions, one-fourth 
cup bacon drippings, two-thirds 
cup catsup, two tablespoons Wor- 
cestershire sauce, one tablespoon 
vinegar, two tablespoons prepared 
mustard, one-half teaspoon salt, 
one teaspoon sugar, one teaspoon 
beef extract paste, one-half cup 
water. 

Saute weiners and onions in hot 
drippings for five minutes. Roll 
the weiners over to lightly brown 
on all sides. Add the remaining 
ingredients, stir to blend, then let 
weiners gently simmer in the sauce 
in an uncovered skillet for 15 min- 
utes. Turn them frequently and 
stir sauce as it boils, and thickens. 
Serve piping hot with the sauce 
poured over them.

Doctor on 
Nature of 
Capillaries

O THE TRUISM that a man is 
a as old as his arteries might be 

added the suggestion that a 
man is as happy as his capillaries. 
The capillaries, those smallest of 
the blood vessels which carry the 
great sheet of blood around the 
surfaces of the body, are capable 
of contracting or dilating so that 
the sheet of blood is small and 
thin or large and thick. 

These varying diameters re- 
spond to various factors—emo- 
tions and temperature to name 
two familiar ones. The emotion of 
embarrassment will result in dila- 
tion of the capillaries of the face 
which is blushing. Hot weather 
temperature will cause the capil- 
laries of the skin all over the body 
to dilate, more blood is brought to 

_the surface and exposed to cooling 
breezes and your bodily comfort 
in hot weather thus maintained. 

Human beings vary a great deal 
in the amount of response on the 
part of these small blood vessels. 
One fellow in cold weather overly 
contracts and he has cold hands 
and feet. It is not too much to 
suppose that some have capillaries 
in the brain which do not expand 
under the influence of good com- 
pany, a joke, or a good movie, they 
do not laugh so readily, so I am 
not exaggeratink when I say that 
aman is as happy as his capil- 
laries,

BESIDES SUCH purely func- 
tional changes due to the influ- 
ences of weather and emotion and 
environment, there are conditions 
which go over this borderline and 
can be said to be diseases. Such 
as the people with what is known 
as Raynaud’s disease, in which 
the fingers or toes turn white 
and bloodless and in some cases 
for so long a time that the skin 
becomes gangrenous and ulcerat- 
ed. Such possibly are the people 
with migraine headaches. And 
such are the people who have 
persistently low blood pressure 
with no discernible cause. 

A test for vascular tone in a 
person susceptible to these con- 
ditions has been devised by Drs. 
Meyer and Naide of the University 
of Pennsylvania. It consists in 
determining the rate of fall of 
temperature in the extremities 
during the application of cold to 
the abdomen and the rate of rise 
of temperature on the application 
of heat. 

It was found that normal per- 
sons varied enormously in their 
response, So much so that it is 
possible to grade individuals into 
seven groups running from very 
low to very gh reecuancons. 


OF INTEREST to most of us 
are the groups that have blood 
pressure changes. The doctors 
have nicknamed these patient 
groups. There are the “would-be 
top dogs” for the fellow who is 
inclined to have a little high blood 
pressure all the time. It is no 
accident that the doctor who spe- 
cializes in the treatment of high 
blood pressure has a bunch of 
Federal Judges and top flight ex- 
ecutives and corporation lawyers 
as his clientele. Every once in 
a while one of these high vascular 
tone guys turns up with a couple 
of hundred thousand dollars in 
his pocket—so I don’t see any 
good reason for discovering a cure 
for the, condition. 

The low blood pressure group 
are nicknamed by the _ psycho- 
somatists “teachers’ pets,” or 
“martyrs,” or “muddlers.” I didn’t 
think up those names, so don’t 
blame me They would have a 
pretty good time if by some un- 
lucky chance somebody didn’t take 
their blood pressure and find it 
was low. They begin to worry 
about that which is the only thing 
they ever worried about in their 
lives. Otherwise you would find 
them on the wharf doing a little 
quiet fishing. They do not run for 
elective office much. 

The grand philosophical specu- 
lation along these lines would be 
to try to arrange all marriages 
so a hypertensive would marry a 
hypotensive, But nature has other 
aims apparently and all too often 
you find’ two go-getters or two 
muddlers hitched together.

HE name of Al Shean may 
T not mean much to the young- 

sters of today, but to their par- 
ents, the white-haired comedian 
will always be the Mr. Shean of 
the famous tune which made a 
hit in the “twenties,” “Mr. Gal- 
lagher and Mr. Shean.” 


“Absolutely, Mr, Gallagher, Pos- 
itively, Mr. Shean,” etc., ad infini- 
tum, was hummed, whistled and 
sung more than any other song 
during 1920, '21 and '22. The rec- 
ords and sheet music of the catchy 
song sold and resold until any- 
body who could read or memorize 
knew the thing backwards and 
forwards, The surviving half of 
the team who made the song fa- 
mous is Mr. Shean, who also 
wrote the music and collaborated 
with his partner, Ed Gallagher on 
the words. He will play next week 
at the Municipal Opera in “Music 
in the Air,” in the role of Herr 
Doktor Lessing, a part he created 
when the musical first opened in 
New York in 1931. 


“Al Shean? I can’t believe it,” 
you'll hear people say. “I thought 
he had retired years ago.” Shean 
has earned the right to retire, if 
anybody ever did. If “Who’s Who 
in the Theater,” doesn’t lie, the 
grand old comedian has not only 
passed his alloted three score and 
ten years, he has added six more. 
In addition, he has spent almost 
60 years of his lifetime behind 
footlights. But—if You'll forgive 
our saying so—time does sit lightly 
upon Al Shean’s shoulders. His 
snappy brown eyes, cripsly curling 
white hair, and apple-pink cheeks 
belie the years that have passed 
since he began his career. Shean 
has no idea of retiring. “I’ve never 
seen a happy retired actor yet,” 
he puts it. “As long as my health 
is good, and the people enjoy my 
sone, I'll keep going as long as

“I met Gal- 
lagher, teamed up with him, and 
we did the act for a season, Then 
we were given parts together in 
‘The Rose Maid’—that was in 14912 
—which we played for another 
season. After that, Gallagher and 
I parted to do separate roles for 
a few years. Then we got togeth- 
er and wrote the song, ‘Mr. Gal- 
lagher and Mr. Shean,’ and first 
presented it in a vaudeville act.

West selected the opening lead 
that would, I fear, be concurred in 
by thousands, perhapf millions, of 
old time players—namely, the 
heart king. When East played 
the five, West hastily shifted to 
the diamond queen, but it was too 
late! The king won and declarer 
immediately led a heart to the 
ten. This drove out West's ace 
and promoted the queen, allowing 
declarer to get rid of a diamond 
from dummy. Successful defense 
faded into limbo, 


To repeat, I fear that many 
players, perhaps the majority, 
would follow West’s example in 
selecting the opening lead, but if 
so, they would be far out of line. 
West's heart tricks are ready 
made—they need no establishing— 
and hence, the only reason to at- 
tack the suit is the remote chance 
of giving East a heart ruff, or to 
forestall immediate heart discards 
by the declarer. Neither of these 
offers sufficient inducement. 
West's best bet, by far, is to keep 
rigid control of the heart suit and 
to go out after tricks in other di- 
rections. The diamond queen thus 
becomes the outstanding choice, 
though incidentally, West could 
have opened any suit except hearts 
and defeated the contract!
